The Taber-Downs Scandal Revived 
in the Courts, 


Trial of Mr. Fred I. Taber's Suit for a 
Divorce—Pastor Downs on the Wit- 
ness Stand Tells the Story of His A1 
leged Intimacy With Mrs. Taber— 
Interesting Testimony of the De- 
tectives and Other Witnesses. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratca. 

October 20.—The Howdoin Square Bap- 
tist Church scandal was renewed yesterday in the 
hearing of the divorce case of Fred J. Taber 
against Annie Taber in Supreme Court. Among 
the first persons to appear in the court room were 
the Rev. W. W. Downs, pastor ef the Bowdoin 
Square Baptist Church, and Mrs. Taber, with their 
counsel, A. F. Butterworth. Soon afterward Mr. 
Taber came in with his counsel, M. T. Dickenson, 
of Hyde, Dickenson & Howe. The case has natur- 
ally attracted a crowd of interested spectaturs. 
There is a cross action between the parties, each of 
whom praysto be divorced from the other. Mr. 
Downs appeared quite at ease, and Mrs. Taber 
was modest in her attire and manner, wearing 
a veil most of the time. Judge Charies 


Allen occupied the bench. Mrs. Downs was first 
called and was questioned as to the Derne street 
boarding house uffair,when the door ef Mrs. Taber's 
room was burst open and Mr. Downs and berseif 
found therein. Mr. Downs testified in substance: 
“I called at No. 7 Derne street about four o'clock 
inthe afternoon of August 17 last, and saw Mrs. 
Taber in ber room. It was on the second floor. at 
the head of the stai a small hall-room, about 
7 teet by 10 or 11. I called again at about § o'clock 
in the evening. I went up stairs and Mrs. Taber 
opened the door of der room to me. 
I had walked very quickiy and was warm. We 
conversed about her pro trip. She said, you 
are very warm; throw off your coat.’ I threw it 
on a chair. Mrs. B. Taber hada bag of applies, 
and she offered me one, taking one herself. There 
is a narrow passage between the wardrobe and the 
ved, and I had been walking up and down on this. 
She came over to the bureau and sat down on the 
edze of the bed beside me. The room had me 
very warm and I suggested that she had 
better turn the gas down. There 
was a coth over the key-hole of the 
door, hanging on the key. I don't remember hav- 
ing any shoes; my vest was on, but was unbuttoned. 
I always wear it som warm weather. I was sitting 
on the edge of the bed, further from the door, and 
Mrs. Taber beside me nearest the door, The gas 
was 
PARTLY TURNED DOWN, 

and I had been there about three-quarters of an 
hour whea tere came a crash. Mrs, Laber jumped 
witha scream, and [gotup. Sue had on a sacque 
and a white outside skirt, I should call it a dress, 
and ber shoes were on. Three men rushed 
into the room, and I was, of course, 
very much confused, not understanding what was 
meant. Mra. laber. l think, turned up the yas. 
One of the men, Detective Jarvis, made some re- 
marks not complimeatary to me. Ilexehanged no 
words with nim. Mr. Taber went for an officer, 
aud Mr. Smith, who was standing guard at the 
door, talxed to Mrs. Taber and expressed surprise 
at her conduct. She asked himif be knew he was 
in her room, and that seemed to silence him. I 
reached for my coat, but the detective prevented 
me from putting it on. Mr. Taber soon returned 
with two officers no ordered us 
to come out, which we did, and under their escort 
were marched to the police station. On the way, 
Mrs. Taber, who was excited, entered into some 
couyersation with the officers, and I tried to check 
her, but they stopped me. At the station house the 
lieutenant, who appeared to ve in very good humor. 
laid out two keys for cells. I said I wanted to send 
a message first to my home and then to one of the 
deacoas. He said he had no messenger, but finally 
offered to send an officer. We were then locked up. 
l neard no remark from Mrs. Taber to her husband 
while we were in the station. Mr. Taber stood b 
with a complacent smile as 1 was taken to the ceil, 
and later in the evening we were bailed out.“ Mr. 
Downs tuen told of previous calls upon Mrs. Taber, 
and of accompanying her on one occasioa to Wor- 
cester in answer to a telegram from her sister. 
There he received certuin instructions from her 
mother. Mrs. Taber went to Derne street July 1, 
and he thought he called upon her about twice a 
week. One time he noticed the cloth over 
the keyhoie and asked her what it was tuere for. 
She said she bad seen some ode looking through 
it. He testified that Mrs. Taber also came at times 
to his study. He knew that their intimacy was a 
subject of commeut in the church, but he also 
kuew that it was not the cause of the alienation of 
her busband. He never made any appointment 
with ber. He first made her acquaiitance five or 
— years ago. In deptember, 1553, he called upon

She said certain peopic were making trouble by 
writing le ters to Mr. Taber about 
himself. Mr. Taber, at length, began a vindictive 
course toward her, threatening to kill her and 
charging the witness wich all sorts of irregularities. 
In March, 1884, Mr. laber made « profession of 
religion, aud Mr. Downs baptized him. Then he 
confessed, when Mrs. Taber was present, that he 
bad beef wrong in all his grievances. In answer 
to questions from Mr. Buiterworth, Mrs. Downs 
said: “I have from five to thirty cailersa day at 
my study. The cause of the trouble, as 
I analyze it, was as follows: I always 
feel taat Mr. Taber had some aniwosity against 
me, but Itriedto give him preferment. He asso- 
Clated w.ta peopie ia the church not very frieadiy 
to me, and gradually we drifted apart. He told 
people that he was gong to make asinasbup in 
the church. On August 17 in the afternoon Miss 
Douherty called and beyan to weep. At her re- 
quest I went to see Mrs. Taber that afternoon, with 
ine approval of my wife. I informed Mrs. 
Taber that Muss Douherty made a 
r to me to the effect that the spirit of the 
rd bad wrought a great change in her heart in 
relation to her animosity o Mrs. Taber, and that 
she was now ber tricnad, and bad found a 
pry for her as companion to an old lady. When 
told Mrs. Taber this she said it was a great 
change for Miss Dounerty, ard also said she bad 
arrau. zed to go away. Iadvised ber to see Mrs. 
Downs about what to do. My wife thought 
had better returo and find out 
what decision Mrs. Taber had art ived at. When I 
Calied that nigut Mrs. Taber said that Mrs. Downs 
was very suspicious Of Miss Douherty'’s cnange of 
frout. rs.
